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Statistical Trends 


As will be seen in the following charts, 
which compare each month with the same month 
in the preceding year, the recorded increases in 
production, sales and incomes were generally at 
a maximum in the early part of the year. Expan- 
sion was especially noticeable in consumer 
durable goods. Although there was a slowing 
down in the later months of the year, the aver- 
ages for the year to date are considerably above 
those of the corresponding periods of 1950. 


Production and Employment 


In the period January to October 1951, the 
yolume of manufacturing output rose 8 per cent 
over the same months of 1950. A considerable 


expansion in the production of durable goods 
accounted for the greater part of this increase. 
Over the period, production in these industries 
advanced 13 per cent, while the corresponding 
gain in the output of non-durable commodities 
was only about 5 per cent. Since the production 
of such consumers’ durables as automobiles, 
electric refrigerators and washing machines de- 
clined considerably in the latter part of the year 
from the levels of earlier months, it is likely that 
the average increase shown above for the first 
ten months is greater than that which will be re- 
corded for the year as a whole. It may be noted 
that the output of motor vehicles during the 
twelve months of 1951 is expected to surpass 
the record established in 1950. 


MANUFACTURING PRODUCTION

Sustained improvement in industrial activity 
is noted in such defence-supporting industries 
as iron and steel, shipbuilding, aircraft, non- 
ferrous metals, petroleum products and chemi- 
cals, During the first ten months, the index of 
iron and steel products averaged 13 per cent 
higher than during the same period of 1950. 
From January to October, steel mills tumed out 
a record 2,864,000 tons of ingot steel, nearly 
5 per cent more than during the corresponding 
months last year. As a result of the great domes- 


tic demand for steel, particularly for heavy 
construction projects and growing defence re- 
quirements, exports of primary iron and steel 
shapes have dropped sharply, while imports 
during the first ten months jumped 56 per cent 
over the same period of 1950. Together with the 
gain in Canadian production, this has resulted 
in an increase, in the ten months’ comparison, 
of 868,000 tons or 28 per cent in the tonnage 
available for domestic consumption. 





The rapid expansion of the domestic market 
together with the utilization of recently com- 
pleted refining facilities have contributed to a 
marked gain in the output of petroleum products. 
During the first nine months of 1951, net produc- 
tion of saleable petroleum products was over 17 
per cent greater than in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1950. Producers’ shipments of crude oil 
increased by 73 per cent to 35,000,000 barrels 
in the first nine months of 1951. 


The 1951 wheat crop was estimated in 
November at 562 million bushels, more than 100 
million bushels greater thanthe 1950 outturn and 
second only to the record 567 million bushels 
harvested in 1928. As a result of extremely un- 
favourable weather conditions, a substantial 
proportion of grain crops is likely to remain in 
the fields until next spring. The realization of 
the current estimate will be possible only if the 
unthreshed part of the crop remains in reagon- 
ably good condition and can be harvested with- 
out a significant loss during the winter and 
spring months. 


The trend of employment in 1951 has followed 
a pattern similar to that of industrial output. The 


index of employment for nine leading industries 
averaged 8 per cent higher in the ten months’ 
comparison, with the percentage increase in the 
latter months having shown a deceleration from 
the earlier part of the year. The month-to-month 
trend however has been generally upward, and 
considerable gains have been shown in such de- 
fence industries as shipbuilding and aircraft. 
On October 1, the total index was 5 per cent 
higher than on the same date of 1950. The num- 
ber of persons without jobsand seeking work (as 
reported in the August Labour Force survey) was 
only 1.4 percent of the total civilian labour force 
compared with 1.9 per cent a year earlier. Aver- 
age hourly earninas in manufacturing rose to a 
new high of nearly $1.20 at the beginning of 
October, representing a gain of nearly 16 per 
per cent over the corresponding date of 1950. 


Income and Expenditure 


Salaries, wages and supplementary labour 
income totalled $6,236 million in the first eight 
months of 1951, 17 per cent above the same 
period of 1950. As will be seen from the accom- 
panying chart, the monthly increments continued 
to show substantial gains, relative to retail 
sales.

An indication of the increase in personal ex- 
penditure can be obtained from the statistics of 
retail trade. These show that retail sales during 
the first 10 months of 1951 were 15 per cent 


higher than in the same period of 1950. The no- 
ture and extent of pre-Budget buying, especially 
of consumer durable goods, has been discussed 
in previous issues.

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Foreign Trade 


The recent announcement of the end of 
Foreign Exchange Control came at a time when 
Canada’s holdings of gold and U.S. dollars were 
at a high and relatively stable level. 


Although there was a large deficit on mer- 
chandise trade, imports from the United States 
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having exceeded exports by 487 million dollars 
in the first ten months of 1951, this was offset 
by a large inward movement of capital, with the 
result that there was no appreciable decline in 
reserves of gold and U.S. dollars. The inward 
capital movement can be partly ascribed to in- 
vestment outlays such as the development of oil 
in Alberta, iron ore in Quebec and electric power 
for aluminum making in British Columbia.

CANADA'S MERCHANDISE TRADE WITH THE UNITED STATES 
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It may be noted that only a portion of the im- 
port surplus from the United States may be 
accounted for by the increase in purchases of 
investment goods. Inventory accumulation has 
been at a very high level throughout the year, 
and it may be inferred that a significant portion 
of imports has been neither consumed nor in- 
vested in durable capital goods but added to in- 
ventories of goods on hand. 


Prices 


Three major price series, the wholesale in- 
dex, the cost-of-living index and the index of 
commodities and services used by farmers, all

showed substantial increases during the year, 
but with most of the rise taking place during the 
earlier months. Higher prices were registered in 
the early part of the year for numerous basic 
commodities including livestock, raw wool, raw 
rubber, butter, wood pulp, hides and skins. Price 
declines for certain commodities in the later 
months reversed the upward movement of the 
general wholesale index and in November it was 
239.1, 2.1 per cent below the July figure. It was 
still considerably above the level of 1950. 


The cost-of-living index continued to increase 
up to November Ist. For the 10 months as a 
whole, it was 10.6 per cent above the same 


period of 1950.
